The following particulars in connection with the publication of the 
four last-named books are worthy of mention. 

The Covenanting party sent Commissioners to Aberdeen to urge upon 
the inhabitants the signing of the Covenant. Among the Commissioners 
were the Earl of Montrose, Lord Cupar, Sir Thomas Burnet of Leys, the 
Master of Forbes, and three Ministers, Henderson, Dickson, and Cant. 
They arrived on Friday, 20th July, 1638, and upon the evening of the 
same day the Aberdeen Doctors sent their fourteen demands to the three 
ilinisters, and requested answers. The signatories were the six Doctors, 
Forbes, Barron, Leslie, Ross, Scroggie, and Sibbald. The demands 
were also signed by Doctor William Guild, but he afterwards withdrew, 
and his name does not appear in any of the printed papers. The following 
evening, Saturday, 21st July, the three Ministers sent an answer to the 
demands, and requested permission to preach in the Churches on the 
following day. This was refused, but they preached in Earl Marischal's 
"cloiss" in the Castlegate. By Tuesday, 24th July, the Doctors had 
their replies to the answers ready for the press, but delayed publishing for 
a few days that the Ministers might revise their papers. No alteration 
viras made, and the replies were printed. 

About the beginning of August the Commissioners left Aberdeen, but 
Henderson and Dickson remained in the neighbourhood to continue the 
controversy. While the guests of Sir Thomas Burnet, at Muchalls, they 
composed an answer to the Doctors' replies, which was printed in the 
middle of August, 1638. Two editions of the " Answeres " were printed 
at Aberdeen in that year. The Aberdeen Doctors replied to the 
"Answeres" by the publication, in September, 1638, of "Duplies," 
which closed the controversy.

Later in the same year the three books were twice reprinted in 
Edinburgh, with a declaration prefixed from the Marquis of Hamilton. 
One of these editions has on the titlepage, " Edinburgh, Printed by 
Robert Young, Anno 1638," the other, "Printed by His Majesties 
Printer for Scotland. Anno 1638." 

In 1662, shortly after the re-establishment of Episcopacy, the 
"General Demands, &c." were reprinted at Aberdeen by John Forbes, 
who again in 1663 issued the work with a new titlepage. I have seen 
reference made to an edition printed at Aberdeen in 1 683, but I have 
never met with a copy.

presse for printing therof, for informatione of all who micht be concerneit : 
The councell being advyseit theranent, holds themselues bound in duetie 
to accept of his said prefer, and recomends to the magistrats to render 
him thanks for his so laudable and good intentione, in puting the saids 
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disputes to the presse for the forsaid effect ; and withall, that the dean of 
gild caus furnish paper and oversee the printing of the same, and receave 
in the copies and sell the same for the tounes vse at the best availl, ther 
being alwayes such ane competent number as the said professor sail desyre 
freelie giuen af to him for his owne and his freinds vse." [Extracts from

Aberdene within a moneth after it first appeared ; but the Stationer being 
inhibited by Publick Authority (and that as is thought at M. Menzeis 
desire) I was forced first to make it to be transcribed, and then fitted for 
abroad, where it is not easie to us, to have any thing well Printed or 
returned in hast. '' An inhibition would not have had great weight with 
Forbes had he seen his way to escape detection. The book is a very rare 
one, and for a long time I was unable to find a copy, perhaps owing to its 
being an anonymous work. The Author's name I have not discovered, 
but we learn from the book that it could not have been Dempster, who 
did not live to see the " Papismus Lucifugus" published. He is said to 
have died a twelvemonth before Menzies printed his account of the 
controversy.

the same wes stopit by the violent torrent of wateris which overturned it, 
after the same had been cairfullie buildit by ane inhabitant of this brughe, 
who had good prooff in his owne persone in cureing him of the stone, in 
memorie wherof he translated the same in ane more hansome way, with 
the portrature of sex apostles raisit on each side of ane long hewin stone, 
with which ornaments it had been sett forth for the notable vertues with 
which thes wateris ware indued, in heiling such varietie of diseases, as 
ane printed book, set out by Doctor William Barklay in the year 1615, 
did demonstrat ; and now the said spring appeiring in its wonted place,

The extreme rarity of the original edition of this treatise is sufficient 
excuse for introducing a more accurate transcript of the Titlepage than
